I do not know when “Plate Makers” was 
added to the title. It first appears on F2004A. I have 
used the previous designation in the listing, i.e., 
IPPDS&EU of NA.

I am concerned about the status of our hobby, i.e., 
Souvenir Card collecting and in particular the status 
of intaglio products. It is rumored that the Bureau 
will participate in the same ANA shows in 2007 as 
they did this year—which resulted in three (3) 
“intaglio prints”—and, perhaps another Las Vegas 
show. If so, I strongly recommend you order the 
“subscription”, if it is offered, and you can afford the 
price increase. It seems the BEP is following the lead 
of American Bank Note Commemoratives in their 
pricing shortly before they went out of business. It is 
presumed that the BEP is not “going out of business” 
but may be further limiting their intaglio products. 


I would like to hear from the membership— 
thoughts, ideas, suggestions, whatever—what we 
might propose to the BEP about their current policies 
and direction.

I had hoped to provide a “Treasurer’s Report” on the 
status of our finances. I am well aware that the Metro 
Chapter Four has a sound financial base, primarily 
from the sale of their souvenir cards—mainly pro- 
duced by Mike Bean. I do not know how the 
Washington Chapter One is doing, but I do know 
they have “money in the bank.” It should be noted 
that both of these Chapters are independent of the 
national SCCS and do not have the expense of pro- 
ducing this Journal and the “free” annual card.

My projection is to get this into your hands 
before Christmas and the holidays are upon us and 
those distractions from our hobby intercede and 
delay your dues renewals for 2007.

Then there is always the question of the original des- 
ignation of “F” as “Forerunner” and the inclusion of 
cards that do or don’t have the Union triangle. Our 
Society founder, Dr. Curtis Radford, who compiled

believe necessary to bring some type of order for the 
collector in organizing his/her collection and for the 
buyer/seller to understand what they are negotiat- 
ing. Unfortunately, the system was not adopted by 
all, especially Scott, who initially didn’t include any 
cards except those relating to stamps.

their descriptions left a lot to be desired. 


I have tried in this series to provide “a visual refer- 
ence” to complement the previous work and maybe 
allow the reader to better understand and appreciate 
the collectible material that is out there.
